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Plavets and erratical Stars may by any means 
work in us. Whereby, having recourſe firſt 
unto the hand, and marking and noting ſuch 
ſigus and tokens as therein ſhall appear; then 
beholding the proportion and lineaments of 
the whole body, and according to the pre- 
ſcript rules to weigh and conſider the equali 
ty and agreeableneſs between them, wich like

ſtirred up by a certain neceſlary reaſon and 
morion; yet notwithſtanding, our diſpoſitions 


and minds are no further ſubject or in dan- 
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chereofz chan their propm̃ety and-qualicy 
— and agtecable unto — 
For if that by Natute our wits be firſt made 
wholeſome and good, and after endued with 
reaſon and underſtanding, either they do ut- 
terly put off, and avoid all evil influences and 
accidents, or elſe receive and beat them the 
more eafily, without hurr or damage, If con- 
crariwiſe » our diſpoſitions of themſelves be 
rude and groſs , not indued with any kind of 
Letters or good learning to aſſiſt and help 
chem wichall, wich every light conflict ot al- 
ſault of our natural inclination, we run head- 
long into all kind of etrors and vice. Even 
following the enſample of the Cilinder Rone, 
which by Nature being apt to roul and 
tumble, and being caſt or thrown down into 
hollow or ſteep places, doth run wichour cea- 
ſing, not ſo much becauſe it is caſt or chrown,as 
for its omen nature and aptneſs thereunto, and 
not having inir ſelf any thing to withſtand 


foreſeeing the cavillations of certain evil · diſ- 
poſed perſons , which would make all things 


ſubject unto the influences of the heavenly | 


bodies, before he entrech to ſpeak of the 


judgements of Nativities,wriceth in this ſort. 


We ought ((aith he, firſt co know and under-

the ſame, The Author himſelf in like manner 
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to the Reader.” 
ſtand that the ſtars do tot provoke of force 
us to any thing, bur only maketh us apt, and 
prone : and being ſo diſpoſed, doth as it were 
allure and draw us forward to our natural 


inclination. In the which if we followxhe rule 


of Reaſon , rakingir to be our only guide or 

overnour , they loſe all their force, power, 
and effe&,which they by any means may have 
in and upon us. Contrariwiſe, if we give 
our ſelves over to follow our own ſenſualiry 
and Natural diſpoſition , they work even the 
ſame effect in us, that they do in bruit be aſts. 


And this (hall be ſufficient at this time to an- 


ſwer the vain objection of natural providence, 
whereby the fruit of this Work might by 
any means ſeem to be converted into any 
vice or errour , the which indeed of its ſelf ds 
very neceſſary and profitable. What ſhould 
I need to Rand with long circumſtances to 
deſcribe the particular commodities of theſe 
brief Works annexed together; when that 
the labour is ſo ſmall, char with once or 
twice diligent and attentive reading, the 
whole effect is known and undertiood ; not- 
withſtanding, I would wiſh and deſire all 
men which (hall rend or take any fruit of this 
ſmall treatiſe, to uſe ſuch moderation in per- 
uſing of the ſame, that they do not by and by 


rake 
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tale in hand to give judgment, either of their 


own,er other mens eſtates or nativities, with- 
out diligent circumſpection and taking heed : 
weighir g and conſidering how many ways a 
man m be deceived; as, by the providence 
and Fi retion of the man in whom thou giveft 
judgement; alſo, the diſpenſation of God, 
and our fallible and uncertain ſpeculation, 

Wherefore, let all men, in ſeeking hereby 
to fore-ſeetheir own fortune, take heed, that 
by the promiſe of Good, they be nor ſo elate 
or high-minded , giving themſelves over to 
Otioſity or Idleneſs , truſting altogether to 
che natural influences; neither yer by any 
ſigns or tokens of adverſity, to be dejected or 
"aft down; but to take and weigh all things 
with ſuch equality and moderation directing 
their ſtate of life, and living, to all perfectneſs 
and goodneſs, that they may be ready to im- 
brace and follow all that which is good and 
profitable; and alſonot only to eſchew and 
avoid, but to withſtand and ſer at naught all 
evil and adverſe fortune, whenſoever it may 
happen or chance unto them,

in this, as in all other things, of what fozce 
and ſtrength the planets are, And this dare 
I be bold to pꝛokeſſe, that whoſoever hath 
Mars conjopned with Venus in the 6 houle, 
hee ſhall be an excellent Phyſician, And 
ſuch kinde of men ought not to give them:

ſervants, and betokneth the end of pouth, 
Jn the which houſe.if Jupiter & Venus haps 
pen to be, they will chiefly encreaſe thoſe 
gods , which amongſt the Lawpers are cal-
